Now that we are get- 
ting this picture we are trying to im- 
prove the used by the farm- 
ers, 

“Last fall,’ the cerealist explained, 
“samples of grain were collected from 
6,100 farm wagons at country eleva- 
tor points and this year grain has 
been grown from this seed. We estab- 
lished 16 group points with about 400 
small plots at each. Now we are go- 
ing over grain samples at each place. 
Field days, too, are being held simul- 
taneously with the identification of 
the varieties. 

“In some cases, the farmers did not 
even know the names of the variet es 
of wheat they were growing. The 
farmers, at the time the samples 
were taken last fall, were asked to 
give the name of the variety they 
thought they had. This was noted by 
the elevator man concerned and the 
grain was graded. Now, we are classi- 
fying the resulting grain under these
